Air Pirate Subdued 
In Cockpit Battle 


Passengers Escape 
Through Windows

frustrated taxpayer with a $471 
grudge against the government 
hijacked a jet airliner with 51 
passengers and demanded $100 
million ransom before two pilots 
captured him in a tense cockpit 
gun battle.

ond landing at Dulles Interna­ 
tional Airport where marksmen 
shot out the plane’s tires and 
passengers 
fled 
to 
safety 
through window exits minutes 


before the cockpit gunfire began 
Thursday night. 
The pilot, Capt. Dale C. Hupe, 
was wounded in the stomach 
when he tackled the gunman as 
FBI agents stormed the TWA 
727 jet.

a 
husky truck driver from Phoe­ 
nix. Ariz., whose tax appeal was 
rejected by the U.S. Supreme 
Court only a few weeks ago, 
was arrested—bare-chested and 
bloodied—for air piracy. 
Jumped After Gun Discharges 


The copilot, Donald Salmon- 
son. 33. Overland Park, Kan., 
said. “ I saw his gun go off—and 
we jumped him immediately.”

seats and the hijacker “ fell on 
him and had his gun in his 
stomach.

Two men with shotguns riding 
on a fire truck trailing the jet­ 
liner as it rolled to a second 
stop blew out the tires. Passen­ 
gers poured out the windows 
onto the wings. The gunman 
stuck his head out of the pilots’ 
cabin and shouted, but didn't 
shoot. 
He was armed with a .38, a 
straight edge razor and a can of 
gasoline, said Mahaney. Howev­ 
er, crew members said the pis­ 
tol was apparently .22-caliber. 
Gunman Fires at FBI Agents 


The passengers dived into the 
grass or hid behind fire trucks 
as a pair of FBI agents climbed 
onto a wing to enter the plane 
and the gunman opened fire at 
them. 
Barkley, 
ruddy-faced, 
his 
sport coat and gold shirt both 
open to the waist, was led away 
with his hands locked behind his 
back. A few hours later, he vol­ 
unteered "not guilty” as he was 
formally charged with air pira­ 
cy—an offense that can carry 


the death penalty. His plea was 
unofficial. 
The drama of TWA flight 486 
began in the morning skies over 
New Mexico when the hijacker 
emerged from a restroom and 
told pretty brown-haired stew­ 
ardess Robyn Urrea, 21, who 
was on her next-to-last flight, 
that he wanted to see the pilot. 
"He pulled out his gun and 
showed it to me. I said OK and 
knocked on the door,” the stew­ 
ardess said. 


Bad Weather Used As Excuse

know the plane had been com­ 
mandeered, not even when it 
skipped a scheduled stop at St. 
Louis. Bad weather was used as 
an excuse. 
The red-and-white jet rolled to 
its first Dulles Airport stop at 
the end of a runway and was re­

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Too Early To Tell, U.S. Officers Declare

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ior U.S. military officers say it 
Is too early to tell whether the 
allied sweep through the Cam­ 
bodian sanctuaries will be a 
long-range success. 
The officers agreed with Pres­ 
ident Nixon's assertion Wednes­ 
day that the Cambodian sweep 
had been highly successful in 
capturing or destroying huge 
amounts of enemy war mate­ 
rial. 
But, they say, the true test 
will be determined by the ene­ 
m y's ability to restore supply 
routes to kev third and fourth 
corps areas of South Vietnam. 
Even more fundamental, the 
officers added, is whether the 
operation gained the time the 
South Vietnamese forces need to 
prepare 
for 
taking over 
the 
main combat role as more U.S. 
troops withdraw. 
The officers, and some top 
Pentagon officials, indicate the 
final results— good or bad-w ill 
not be determined perhaps until 
fall. 
The upbeat tone of Nixon’s in­ 
terim report on the Cambodian 


venture seemed to leave little 
room for the possibility that 
long-range 
results 
might 
fall 
short of expectations. But he did 
caution briefly that “we can ex­ 
pect setbacks and reversals” as 
long as the war goes on. 
Military 
officers 
are 
much 
less bullish than Nixon in look­ 
ing six months to a year ahead. 
“Signs are good,” said one 
general. “But it remains to be; 
seen whether the enemy can 
overcome the problems we have 
given him. 
The 
North 
Vietnamese 
al­ 
ready are making a really de­ 
termined effort to re-establish 
their supply routes and bases 
west of our farthest limit of op­ 
erations.” 
This was a reference to moves 
by the North Vietnamese, de­ 
tected by American reconnais­ 
sance, to set up a new supply 
line from southern Laos using 
the Se Kong River, which flows 
into northeast Cambodia 
and 
links up with the Mekong River. 
With boats, the enemy may be 
able to pump new supplies along 
a water network tving the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail to areas in South 


Vietnam 
where 
North 
Viet-i 
namese and Viet Cong troops in 
the past had been dependent on! 
the Cambodian sanctuaries, offi­ 
cers said. 
Experts 
doubt 
whether 
the 
waterway will permit the North: 
Vietnamese to equal the ton­ 
nage formerly moved into the 
Cambodian base areas from the 
now-severed enemy supply line. 
Nixon perhaps had the river, 
bypass in mind when he indicat­ 
ed U.S. war planes will be in the 
air over Cambodia after the 
July 1 deadline for U.S. ground 
troop withdrawal. 
Presumably, without the ben­ 
efit of jungle cover, such enemy 
water traffic will be vulnerable 
to bombing. 
There was no dissent by mili­ 
tary officers on 
what 
Nixon 
termed the “splendid perform­ 
ance of the South Vietnamese 
arm y” in Cambodia. 
But they are waiting to see 
whether the South Vietnamese 
can stand up as well against the 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong when U.S. ground combat 
presence will be markedly re­ 
duced later this vear

Behind them are 8 .000 hours of related shop -class- 
room study and before them are y ears of p leasur­ 
able vocational p ursuits which should p rove both 
beneficial to themselves and the industries where 
they are emp loy ed.

Our community should be equally p roud of its 
outstanding vocational education p rog ram which is 
sup p orted jointly by the Salem Board of Education, 
industries and the state dep artment of education. 
In the 1969-70 term just ended, classroom hours in 
trades study and other adult education courses ac­ 
counted for 6,229 hours of instruction. In all, 793 
p ersons p articip ated in 60 classes, not counting 44 
instructors and all under the able sup ervision of 
Salem Vocational Director David L. Smith. 
Smith, who succeeded the late Holland Cameron, 
founder and p ioneer of our trades ex tension classes, 
is dedicated to his assig nment and is to be com­ 
mended for sp earheading efforts to broaden tha 
p rog ram. 
Many of the district’s skilled craftsmen were 
once students in the trades ex tension and their con­ 
tribution to our community 's economic g rowth and 
stability is manifold. 
The training also p rovides

here and throug hout Columbiana County . 


Deterrence Their Primary Mission 


Have no doubts that p eop le who p rovide the hard­ 
ware for America’s role in what is lig htly called 
the "Cold War" are p lanning ahead for at least 


the rest of this century . 
Of course, they must. You can rest assured that 
war-related industries in the Soviet Union and Red 
China have the same kind of p lanning . "Mutual de­ 
terrence" is big business 
An therein lies the trap we major p owers have 
sp rung for ourselves. You don't just shut off a cold 


war. 
Consider, for ex amp le. North American Rock­ 
well Corp oration, a major sup p lier of military air­ 
craft for the United States. And listen to this com­ 
ment from an article in its quarterly mag azine, 
Sky line: 
-O- 
“ONE OF THE more immediate national needs 
in coming y ears is a new g eneration of military 
aircraft, an aerial armada that will aerve a s a ma­ 
jor U.S. defense force for the better p art of this 
century . NR—which has built nearly 60.000 military 
p lanes—is now channeling the main body of this 
vast desig n-eng ineering -manufacturing ex p ertise to­ 
ward meeting the definitive requirements these ad­ 
vanced aircraft will demand .” 
North American Rockwell p resident Robert An­ 
derson recently announced manag ement org aniza­ 
tional realig nments. According to him: "We are 
concentrating our g reatest streng th a t the p oint of 
our g reatest op p ortunity . We feel we are best qual­ 
ified to biild new military aircraft. We have the 
ex p erience, the ex p ertise, the tools and the facil­ 
ities, and we have the manp ower. We are ready .* 
-O* 
IN ITS DEVELOPMENT of some of America’s 


most effective fig hter and bomber p lanes, of course, 
North American Rockwell has also come up with 
manufacturing techniques and material develop ­ 
ments that have benefited the nation in nonmilitary 
way s. Nor is NR resp onsible for the situations 
whch have g enerated the demands for new war­ 
p lanes 
But those who hop e for p eace in the mid 1970s 
must realize that many of the big g est industries in 
America, emp loy ing millions of men, dep end in 
larg e p art on the ex p ected military needs of the 
nex t 25 y ears. 
It mig ht be g ood for all of us to step back and 
really ex amine the situation. Deterrence has be­ 
come so much a way of life that new. sop histicated 
weap ons are talked about and written about in 
term s that make one wonder if mankind has really 
lost touch with his humanity . 
-o- 
IN THE SAME issue of Sky line, an article dis­ 
cussed the new B-l bomber, described as "the ul­ 
timate manned airborne deterrent to war.” Gen­ 
eral Bruce K. Holloway , commander of the Strate­ 
g ic Air Command, claimed that the Soviet Union 
had sp ent three times more on strateg ic forces in 
the last three y ears than the United States. 
"Deterrence is our p rimary mission,” wrote Gen. 
Holloway , "and p eace is our p rofession. The roots 
of any credible deterrent reside in sup erior strateg ­ 
ic military streng th. You cannot build such streng th 
without work and p rog ress. The B-l, we hop e, will 
g o into full develop ment soon. We need it and we 
want it.” 
With such sentiments shared by Soviet—and Red 
Chinese and other—military men, it is only fair to 
assume, the dilemma of today is underscored. 


Improving Our Food 


Americans soon may be eating better, nutrition- 
allv better, without knowing it. And if we are. it 
p robably will be due to the recent White House Con­ 
ference on Food, Nutrition and Health. 
One of the nation’s larg est bakers has become 
the first food retailer to carry out recommenda­ 
tions of the conference with resp ect to enriching 
all of the white flour used in its baked g oods. 
Cakes, doug hnuts, ice cream cones, snack crack­ 
ers. sweet ro’ls and 230 more items all will be en­ 
riched with B vitamins and iron. 
The firm is g oing even further in that it is re­ 
questing other food manufacturers, from whom it 


p urchases sp ecial items, to use the enriched flour 
also. 
The comp any will attack the p roblem of malnu­ 
trition and inadequate diet in other way s too. 
It 
p lans to use its newsnap er ads to p resent low-cost 
nutritious recip es and menus to the p ublic. 
And in its research laboratories the scientists 
are working to develop new and different food p ro­ 
ducts with hig h nutritive value. 
These efforts, sp arked by the White House con­ 
ference, rep resent what can hap p en when there is 
comp etent leadership at the national g overnmental 
level and a willing ness to coop erate on the p art of 
industry and business.

Bv VICTOR RIESEL 
WASHINGTON - On May 22, 
Vice President Sp iro Ag new dis­ 
p atched a messag e to street 
p eop le — his kind of p ower-to- 
the-p eop le p eop le. 
On the very same day , a re­ 
volutionary cadre of militants— 
whose p ublic p ride in consp ira­ 
cy , confrontation and ex p losions 
no long er is viewed more in sor­ 
row than in ang er over errant 
y oung sters — disp atched their 
messag e to their street p eop le. 
It is worth marking well these 
two missives. They are the docu­ 
ments of our 
day s 
of 
the 
c o m m une, 
they are 
the 
f o o t n otes 
to the future, 
they are the 
v i b r a n t 
d o c u ments 
of 
today ’s 
“ final 
con­ 
flict" as the 
BU.SKL 
old revolutionaries used to say . 
The messag e from the tiny in­ 
terwoven, frankly nihilist cad­ 
res called for shifting scenes, 
switching tactics and leaving 
the streets to the p eop le who do 
have the p ower to mass. The 
militants called for the disrup t­ 
ion of industrial traffic, the stall­ 
ing of p lants by sidetracking in­ 
coming shifts, the seizure of 
loosely g uarded TV and radio 
stations. 
There was nothing hap hazard 
in the "call.” There was a new 
p hrase, "focused disrup tion." 
Those dedicated to the radi- 
calization of society — whatev­ 
er that does mean — now rea­ 
lize that the day of the demon­ 
stration is over. The slog an is, 
onward to p araly sis of as much 
industrialism as p ossible — cer­ 
tainly not limited to defense as­ 
sembly lines of trucks, bombs, 
helicop ters, fig hters and bomb­ 
er p lanes. 
"If we are to aid those strug ­ 
g les (federal and civilian strik­ 
es)” say s the document of those 
who confessed to a series of 
bombing s, "we must beg in to 
move out bey ond the student 
world. We have learned 
that 
there is 
enormous 
p ower 
in 
numbers and we can use that 
p ower to disrup t the society 
that must kill what it can’t con­ 
trol. 
"We have ex p ressed our an­ 
g er over and over ag ain. But 
we must beg in to focus that an­ 
g er, direct our energ y , by think­ 
ing and acting strateg ically . . . 
"We can beg in to move in to 
disrup t the chains of communi­ 
cation and transp ortation 
that 
serve the men who have p ower, 


"WE MUST THINK strateg i­ 
cally about targ ets. Focused dis­ 
rup tion is clearly more effective 
than diffuse disrup tion. . . Cer­ 
tain targ ets are more crucial 
than others because of the p eo­ 
p le they serve. . .” 
Then comes the strateg y : Ty ­ 
ing up the airp orts which serv­ 
ice corp orate America or New 
Eng land’s Route 128 "which is 
filled with defense industry .” 


This is "better strateg ically 
than ty ing up Mass(achusetts) 
Ave. which serves housewives, 
students and working p eop le.” 
There are scores of roufes 
such as 128 which west of Bos­ 
ton rolls north, and is lined with 
critical electronic and 
heavy 
equip ment p lants. They sp ur out 
of many city hubs. 
The p lan of attack is neatly 
laid out to do the same for to­ 
day 's society . 
There are other stratag ems 
such as "disrup ting or taking 
TV time” because they could 
reach more 
p eop le than can 
their own p amp hleteering 
or 
newsp ap er stories. 
But there 
are other street 
p eop le — the men and women 
and their children at universi­ 
ties who have wanted p eace on 
the nation's cultural hig hway s, 
the industrial and financial by ­ 
way s and the Elm and Main 
Streets of the land. They stir­ 
red. And now their leaders have 
been in the White House talking 
with the President. 


THEY HAVE 
PR ESEN TED 
him a hard hat. They have sent 
one to General Creig hton Ab­ 
rams, Commander, U.S. forces 
in Southeast 
Asia. 
They 
are 
p lanning rallies in most major 
industrial cities and still are de­ 
velop ing log istics of a 
mass 
march on Washing ton. They too 
are on the march. They are not 
anti-intellectual. In a letter to 
tens of thousands of his follow­ 
ers, Peter Brennan, the No. 1 
hard hat, told the construction 
men, the long shoremen, 
the 
teamsters and others: 
"Remember that long hair is 
a sty le of the y oung and not a 
badg e of p olitical thoug ht.” 
And then he ran a demon­ 
stration in New York which now 
is accurately rep orted as hav­ 
ing attracted 250,000 p eop le. 
Vice President Ag new wrote to 


Mr. Brennan as follows: 
"As a p ublic official who shar­ 
es y our admiration for the flag 
and contemp t for those 
who 
would defile it, I commend y ou 
and all of those associated with 
y ou for the orderly p atriotic 
demonstration held in New York 
. . . in sup p ort of the President. 
"It was an imp ressive disp lay 
of p atriotism — a sp irit of p ride 
in country that seems to have 
become unfashionable in recent 
y ears. Perhap s the Building and 
Construction Trades Council has 
struck a sp ark that will help re­ 
vive it. 


“ YOUR EMPHASIS ON keep ­ 
ing the demonstration nonvio­ 
lent was reassuring . It should 
do more to convince any p revi­ 
ous doubters 
that 
Americans 
can 
ex ercise 
their 
rig ht 
to 
p eaceably assemble in sup p ort 
of a national p olicy as well as 
ag ainst it. In fact, it stands in 
marked contrast to many 
of 
those that have been held re­ 
cently in p rotest to such p oli­ 
cies. 
"It is also encourag ing to many 
of us in the national g overnment 
that 
those 
colleg e 
students 
whose voices have been drown­ 
ed out for too long at last are 
beg inning to be heard and are 
showing throug h p eaceful ral­ 
lies on camp uses their sup p ort 
of the Administration's efforts to 
bring to an honorable end this 
country ’s involvement in the war 
in Southeast Asia. 
"Please convey to all 
th« 
members of the Building and 
Construction Trades Council my 
cong ratulations and best wishes. 
Sincerely , Sp iro T. Ag new.”

THE LETTER SIGNED by 
the 73 senators also p rop oses 
p romp t consultation with NATO 
allies “because of the dang ers 
p osed to their own security and 
economics by the Soviet build­ 
up in the Middle East.” 
In­ 
cidentally , the White House has 
been ex p ecting the letter, and 
there have been sig ns that it 
would comp ly with the request 
by an announcement this week. 
But the averag e p erson who 
tries to ap p raise what is or is 
not the scop e of American mili­ 
tary p olicy in the world can 
only 
wonder 
why 
Southeast 
Asia Ls condemned by certain 
senators as of no concern t« 
this country while the Middle 
East is welcomed by those same 
senators as a battleg round to 
which the United States is ex ­ 
p ected to send arms and muni­ 
tions to help one side in the 
fray . 
THE EXPLANATION heard 
on Cap itol Hill, of course, is 
that the South Vietnamese do 
not have any votes inside the 
United States, whereas the Is­ 
raelis can p oint to the activi­ 
ties of an ethnic g roup which 
has long been advocating the 
cause of Israel in this country . 
In cities like New York and 
Chicag o, for ex amp le, 
there 
are many voters who are de­ 
scendants of Jewish p eop les in 
various p arts of the world. They 
are the p rincip al sy mp athizers 
and sup p orters of the g over» - 
ment in Israel. 
It has never been made clear 
whether this p olitical sup p ort is 
the chief motivation in Cong ress 
or whether there is a belief 
that the United States merely 
should take a deep interest in 
p reventing 
the

from 
achieving a dominant p osition 
In the Middle East from a mili­ 
tary standp oint. The fact re­ 
mains that what is taboo Tn 
Southeast Asia 
is 
ap p arently 
valid as international p olicy for 
the United States in the Mid­ 
dle East. 
MEANTIME, IN conferences 
which will take p lace with For­ 
eig n Minister Gromy ko while he 
is in Paris this week for a 
five-day visit, French dip lomats 
will try to sound out the in­ 
tentions of the Soviet Union with 
resp ect to both the Middle East 
and the Vietnam War. France 
is desirous of g etting the sup ­ 
p ort of the Soviets for its p ro­ 
p osal of a worldwide neg otia­ 
tions to settle the Indochina 
conflict and wants to ex p lore 
also the Soviet attitudes in the 
Middle East. 
There is a recog nition. 
of 
course, of the fact that the 
Soviets are behind much of the 
military activity in the Middle 
East and that p eace will not 
be achieved there — and p ro­ 
bably not 
in 
Southeast 
Asia 
either — without the consent 
of the Soviet Union. All efforts 
by the United States to bring 
about a cessation of the fig ht­ 
ing have failed, and the French 
have hop es that this time they 
may succeed. 
But inside the United States, 
the big question is whether the 
sale of more p lanes to Israel, 
which is undoubtedly g oing to 
be disclosed soon, will be fol­ 
lowed by further military as­ 
sistance shortly if the war in 
the Middle East is escalated.
